War is Now Certain — John Bright and 
Chamberlain Denounce the Peers— 
Startling Dynamite Discoveries 
~—Cholera in Italy—The Bol- 
ton and Cornwall Trials. 


Brewincuam, August 5.—In connection with the 
great reform demonstration here yesterday an en- 
husiastio meeting was beld in the evening at Bing- 
ley Hall at which there was present 20,000 people. 
Speeches were made by John Bright and Joseph 
Chamberlain, president of the Board of Trade. Mr. 
Bright said the Tory majority in the House of Lords 
was actuated by the same bitter hatred of the Lib- 
erals as in 1832. “Who were the peers?” he asked. 
“They were the spawn of blunders, the wars and 
corruption of the dark ages of our history. They 
had entered the temple of honor’ not through the 
temple of merit, but through the sepulchres of their 
ancestors. They were no better than their fathers; 
some of them were worse, for their privileges had 
produced ignorance and arrogancy.” The reform 
of the House of Lords, Mr. Bright declared, was 

URGENT AND INEVITABLE. 
In the creation of new peers to pass the franchise 
bill, they would only get rid of the present diffi- 
culty. What was wanted was a limitation of the 
veto power of the Lords. Should the people sub- 
mit or should they curb the nobles 
as their fathers had curbed the Kings 
of? England Mr. Bright then explained 
the manner in which he would like to see the power 
of the Lords restricted. He would allow the peers 
to retain their present powers during the first ses- 
sion that a bill should be presented them, but he 
would absolutely preclude them from vetoing 
the franchise bill or any bil a  sec- 
ond time. Many persons, no doubt. 
would think him too lenient to 
the Peers, but he preferred remedies which, while 
effectual, would cause the least disturbance to ex- 
isting institutions. 
WHAT CHAMBERLAIN SAID. 

Joseph Chamberlain, in a speech here last night, 
strongly attacked the Houseof Lords. He said the 
divine right of Kings was dangerous; the divine 
right of Peers is a ridiculous figment. If the Lords 
are obstinate the agitation will continue to the bit- 
terend. He looked forward with eager hope to the 
result, England had been chosen as the home of 
seif-governed people who would never be sub- 
servient to the insolent pretentions of the heredita- 
ry class.

I then told him he had better go back as I preferred 
8.8 to Hyde Hall and wait for the ladies to 
arrive from Shadow Brook and go homé with them. 
He said: No. I will sit on the duck and await your 
return if you stay all night.’ He then turned 
towards me and said: Tese, will you me me or 
not, at once, for the last time?’ I said to him: ‘Do 
not be foolish. I cannot mar you now.’ He 
walked to the end of the dock, and as he was 
about to step off, said: ‘Suppose I shoot myself 
a change!’ I turned aside, and he fired. e 
threw out his arms and fell across the dock. I 
immediately became excited, and bent over 
him and called his name, but there was 
no response. I saw the blood gush fro 
his wound and attempted to reach the Clark Man- 
sion. 
I FELL ON THE GROUND 

from exhaustion once while on the way, but finally 
succeeded in reaching it. I then imparted the news 
to the inmates of the house and became insensible 
from the shock I had received. I had known Mr. 
Steers but about one year. and during that time | 

ad never heard him threaten his life before, and on 
this occasion he did not seem excited.” 

The evidence given by Mr. Sturges, Miss Schenck 
and Miss Melion, corroborates that of Miss 
White, all testifying as to his being sober. 
Miss Schenck, however, testified to a 
conversation which took place previous to leavin 
Shadow Brook for Hyde,in whieh, she said, “I ask 
Mr. Steers to go to the boat with Miss White as she 
was alone.

He 
has a brother, E. Louis O'Donnell, and also a sister, 
résiding here. The doctor says he isa nephew of 
the late Columbus O'Donnell, a very well known 
capitalist up to the time of his death.

IS O'DONNELL LYING? 

WASHINGTON, August’5.—The health officers of 
Washington, incited by the inter- 
view which Dr. O'Donnell, of leper 
fame, published this morning, in which he 
says that his lepers are in Washington, having been 
sent here from New York ina box-car under the 
guise of hostiers in charge of a sorrel horse, have 
investigated the doctor's story so far as possibie.

“I have had policemen 
stationed at each depot. he said, “with instruct- 
ions{to prevent the lepers from landing and to arrest 
O'Donnell. We have the power under the law, I 
think, to arrest him. At least we can arrest himiand 
let the court test the matter. I have notified the su- 
perintendents of the railroad companies that they 
willbe prosecuted if they land these lepers here.

Does Not Pay as Mach Internal 
Revenue Tax as Illinois 
and Ohio. 


WasHtnoton, August 4.—The annual report of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, the details of 
which are slowly taking shape, will give some 


| interesting details regarding the Internal 


Revenue system and its working. It as a curious 
and interesting fact that the people of the country 
look upon the Internal Revenue Bureau is one of its 
best Co-laborers. They regard it as a national bell- 
punch which registers every drink taken by the 
American people. A prominent temperance man 
here said to your correspondent recently that he 
thought Providence had brought into existence this 
system as an aid to the the temperance work and to 
the cause which the advocates of the system believe 
to be a leading feature in national politics within a 
very few years. Of course it is not claimed by the 
temperance people that the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau is run with their cause in view, or with the 
idea of furnishing them with ammunition, but that 
it does this is unquestioned. The amount of spir- 
its withdrawn for consnmption during the year will 
amount to over 80,000,00, gallons, or an average of 
a gallon and a half of whisky for each individual in 
the country during the year. The beer and other

mated at over 55,000,000, 

The work which the Internal Revenue system has 
accomplished since its creation in 1862 is wonder- 
ful. It has practically paid the interest on the 
public debt, and also made the reduction in the debt 
itself. The 7 from this source since 1862 have 
been fully 83. 20. 008, 972, being a larger sum than the 
public debt ever was at any time. 

THE HIGHEST SUM EVER REACHED 
was 1866, when the public debt was $2.77, 236,173. It 
has now been reduced to $1,450,000,000 have now 
been paid. The interest upon the publid debt has 
been since the creation of the Internal Revenue sys- 
tem in 1862, about $2,000,000,000. The system has 
thus far just about paid the public debt interest and 
principal up to the present time. The receipts in the 
—— ear were about $75,000,000 in excess of the in- 
rest upon the public debt. The recei were 
$121,000,000, or a little over $2 each for each person 
in the United 8 while the interest charged is 
now about $47,000,000 per year, or 85 cents — capi- 
ta.

The Internal Rev- 
enue system if allowed to run would pay all interest 
charges upon the debt and extinguish the debt it- 
self within the next fifteen 8 perhaps sooner, or 
80 Son as it is possible to pay the debt under 
the terms in which the bonds were issued. New 
York has paid more than any other State, her total 
being $578,418,444; Illinois comes next, $379,715,091; 
Ohio crowds Illinois pretty closely, her total being 
$347,190,008, New York gained ber proud at 
the head of the list by the amounts paid in the early 
history of the Internal Revenue system, when in- 
comes and nearly every business were taxed. Now 
she does not pay so much as Illinois or Kentucky, 
and about the same amount as Ohio. She paid in the

extend protection. 

This is the way the Irish World spoke of and 
to Mr. BLA while he was Secretary of State 
and ever since until very recently. It had not 
then heard of the Pepper case. When Mr. Forp 
heard how Mr. Preprer had scared the minions 
of the Queen” with BLAlxx's signature, he re- 
versed all his views of BLAlxx's foreign policy, 
and brought the Jrish World out whooping for 
that mighty name.

A POINTER. 

Evxins’ hope of carrying West Virginia for 
BLAINðx is confessedly based upon corporation 
influence, money, the capture of the Greenback 
vote and an alleged defection in the Democratic 
ranks.

“Would it not be better.“ she said, to have the boy 
come into the house, as everybody seems to be 
watching us“ I said, “No. I want this people to see 
that I am not afraid to give and sustain any of God's 
poor unfortunates. The Grand Jury was in session 
at the time, and an indictment was soon found 
against me for giving sustenance to a negro. I was 
accordingly arrested and brought before the court. 
and pleaded guilty to the charge, and stated in open 
court that I would do so again, and whenever I 
found the laws of man interfering with the laws of 
God, I would violate the human law every time. 
The testimony given had the desired effect and the 
court announced to tae packed Court House that he 
found the prisoner at the bar not guilty of the 
charge.” and I was set free. The man who was the 
prime mover and factor in the passage of this bill 
vas none other than John A. Logan, the nomines 
for Vice-President of the Republican party.

Slaughter of Sea Birds for Millinery 
and Mercantile Purposes. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

During a recent trip with the Orpheus Sailing 
club of Baltimore to the well-known Cobb's is- 
land, the following facts were ascertained, and 
created a very unpleasant impressiony An en- 
terprising woman from New York con- 
tracted witha Paris millinery firm to deliver 
during the summer forty thousand or more 
skins of birds at forty cents apiece. With sev- 
eral taxidermists she was carrying out the con- 
tract, having engaged young and old to kill 
birds of different kinds, and paying them ten 
cents for eack specimen not too much mutilated 
for millinery!purposes, The plumage of most 
of the birds to be obtained at this island is plain, 
but with the assistance of a little dye it is soon 
transformed into that of the gayly colored 
tropical birds. The birds comprised in this | 
wholesale slaughter are mainly the different 
species of gulls and terns, or sea-swallows, of 
which many species in large nambers could fur- 
morix be found upon this island. But now aly | 
fow of these graceful birds remain upon Cobb's | 
land iteolf, and the pot-hunters, or rather skin- 
hunters, have to gu some distance to carry out 
their cruel scheme. If we consider that with 
each old bird killedi—and only old birds have a 
suitable plumage—-aiso many of the young birds,

The birds we have now are thriving: no 
accident has to them, and their first 
crop of feathers we expect this year. Of course 
that is the most important branch of the indus- 
try, and to have a good crop of feathers isa 
very desirable thing. When young,the ostrich’s 
back is covered with a straggling lot of white 
and black quills, underneath which is a thick 
coating of brownish down. In the course of 
three or four months these disappear, and ele- 
men feathers are formed, and at the 
end Of the year the first clipping of 
feathers takes place. The first crop, how- 
ever, is not a good one, and it is only after some 
little time that the yield is valuable. In the 
wing is a row of about twenty-four magnificent 
long white feathers, called ‘primaries.’ These 
are the choice tothe picking, and on account of 
their position are so protected from the air that 
they are snowy white. From this row forward, 
on the wing, the feathers are more or less inter- 
mixed with gray; until they finally end in 
either pure gray or black, according to sex.

But very often birds are possessed of two, and 
sometimes af many as four, rows of these pure | 
white feathers, numbering together some sixty | 
or seventy. Such birds are naturally very 
valuable, not only for their wealth of plumage, 
but for the possibility that they may breed | 
chicks having fhe same peculiarity. Tail | 
feathers vary much in size, length nd anumber, 
and do not realize so much to the farmer on 
account of their liability to become soiled. 
Still, the dresser and dealer realize a good deal 
out of them by careful manipulation, To clip 
an ostrich, a single one is driven into a pen just 
large enough to enable it to move about, and a 
bag is tied over its head, leaving but a hole 
large enough for it to breathe through. Then 
the wings are lifted and the feathers takeu off 
one by one, Generally the birds submit to this 
operation quietly, but sometimes they get angry 
and thrash around. If our farm is a success it 
may only be the precurser of others, and I see 
no reason why they may not Le successful. The 
business in South Africa is immense, amount- 
ing to as much as $5,000,000 annually in 
feathers alone. That represents a good many 
farmers, but justimagine the hot, dry spaces 
we have in this country that might be utalized. 
We may in time be one of the great ostrich 
feather markets of the world.”

POLYGAMOUS BCONOMIBES. 


Something About the Domestic Life of 
Mormons With Many Wives. 
From Harper's Magazine. 

The private home routine of a polygamous 
family is a matter upon which so much curi- 
osity is constantly expressed by my acquaint- 
ances that I venture tosay here what little f 
know; but the reader must remember that less 
than 10 per cent, of the voting Mormon popula- 
tion of h are polycamists. 

The potygamist, as a rule, has accumulated 
some property and owns a house before he 
takes a second and successive wives, though 
sometimes he begins by marrying two or three 
at once. Allof these marriages, however, ex- 
cept the first, are made secretly by the Church, 
and no record of them is accessible. 

In the City, at least, it is seidom that the dif- 
ferent wives share the same quarters. lu the 
country this is not so uncommon, but the natur- 
al unpleasantness follows in most cases. The 
general method isto have a large house, the 
main part of which, perhaps, is occupied by the 
first wife and wings or additions by the succes- 
sive candidates for marital honors. ‘Those large 
straggling, hotel-like houses are common in Salt 
Lake City, and mark a difference betweon it 
and a town of small houses like Cheyenne and 
most other Western villages. In many cases, 
however, the husband sets up his wives in dif- 
ferent homes, either side by side or in different 
parts of the city. in any case each has her own 
kitchen, garden,ete. I have in mind a wealthy 
dignitary of the Church whom you might easi- 
ly have mistaken tor the late Peter Cooper, and 
who is possessed of seven wives.

This increase in the num- 
ber of barn storming and tie-chasing stars- makes 
advancement from the lower ranks, too tapid for 
everybody concerned and the consequence is had in 
villainous performances, Then, again, there 
is no American player 80 modest 
that when he or she makes a success 
and a reputation with a good company than at once 
does he or she arrogate all the creditof the success 
to the star, and at once proceed to get rid of the 
best features of the support, and travel on their 
reputation. The absence of good performers in 
this country, and the outrageous impositions placed 
upon the American public are strikingly illustrated 
every day, not only inthe announcement of new 
London players being brought here, but in the dar- 
ing advertisements of managers like the chap who 
wrote to a dramaticagent in Chicago for “an 
actress to play Topsy and Aunt Ophelia, and to 
‘double in brass’, at a salary of $10 per week.” 

There is no use of wasting further space in dis- 
cussing the poor quality of dramatic work the coun- 
try has teemed with in past seasons and will be 
steeped in this season. Every person at all versed 
in theatrical matters understands it. The result will 
be disaster for most dramatic organizations, while, 
just as Sam Colville said three years ago, the public 
will again be found rushing wildly after burlesque, 
comic opera and that sort of t .
